The  following  story  apjx-ared  in 
the  New  York  Journal- Awencan  on 
December  28th.  It  comprised  the 
regular  "liast  Side,  West  Side"  col- 
umn by  I  rank  CionnifF  and  was  en- 
titled "Christmas  Eve  In  An  l;mer- 
gency  Ward." 

"(Christmas  or  the  spirit  therecjf 
that  cmbla/ons  the  anniversary  as 
the  finest  day  in  the  calendar,  is 
where  you  hnd  it,  and  this  year  I 
found  it  for  myself  in    of  all  places 

the  emergency  ward  of  The  New 
York  Hospital  at  York  Avenue  and 
69th  Street. 

"An  emergency  ward  is  hardly  the 
ideal  place  to  observe  Christmas  Eve, 
and  I  was  there  as  an  unwilling  guest 
at  best.  My  brother  had  nipped  the 
meat  from  one  of  his  forefingers  in  a 
balky  swinging  door,  and  we  hus- 
tled to  New  York  Hospital  as  the 
most  available  place  for  the  neces- 
sary hemstitching. 

"During  the  next  few  hours,  as  I 
sat  on  a  hard  bench  in  a  draughty 
waiting  room,  I  had  a  chance  to 
watch  the  passing  parade  of  the 
maimed  and  injured  and  the  con- 
sideration shown  them  by  the  over- 
strained hospital  staff.  The  recep- 
tionist hoping  to  make  midnight 
mass  on  time,  the  nurse  who  handled 
one  case  after  another  with  kindness 
and  tact,  the  doctor  who  soothed 
throbbing  pain  with  deft,  tidy  fing- 
ers— all  in  their  way  proved  that  the 
true  Christmas  spirit  shows  up  in 
the  darndest  places. 

"There  was  the  lad  who  was 
scheduled  to  present  his  fiancee  with 
the  engagement  ring  at  a  sharp 
eleven  o'clock.  As  he  awaited  her 
arrival,  he  had  stopped  to  plug  in 
the  Christmas  tree.  The  fuse  blew^ 
and  the  tree  caught  fire.  Result;  a 
badly  burned  hand,  a  hurried  trip 
to  the  emergency  ward,  and  the 
nagging  fear  that  the  girl  friend 
wouldn't  understand  his  lateness. 

"  'Couldn't  get  in  touch  with 
her,'  he  said.  'She'll  probably  think 
I'm  out  on  a  spree.  And  here  I'm

"Then  there  was  the  fellow  who 
had  toppled  off  the  bar  stool  in  the 
neighborhood  stube  and  split  his 
skull  wide  open.  Dr.  Louis  Hammati, 
in  attendance  at  the  time,  dressed 
the  wound  with  admirable  skill. 
The  bandage  gaped  like  a  warning 
signal  on  the  back  of  the  man's 
head.  And  yet  the  latter  wanted  to 
return  to  his  favorite  pub  and  re- 
sume the  Yule  merrymaking. 

"This  brings  us  to  the  hero  of  to- 
day's piece,  a  bluff  hearty  hospital 
policeman  named  Pat  Cavanau^h. 
Now  that  I  think  of  it,  The  Cava- 
naugh  even  looks  a  little  bit  like 
Santa  Claus.  He  was  more  than  that 
to  the  man  with  the  leaking  skull. 
He  was  his  guardian  angel  on  this 
particular  Christmas  Eve. 

"He  could  have  let  the  injured 
man  return  to  his  revels  without  any 
skin  being  peeled  from  theCavanaugh 
nose.  It  was  just  another  visitor  on 
another  busy  night  in  the  emergency 
ward.  But  it  was  obvious  that  one 
more  fall,  or  just  a  rough  bump, 
might  have  fatal  consequences  to  the 
patient.  And  Pat  Cavanaugh  wasn't 
going  to  let  that  happen  on  Christ- 
mas morn. 

"Pat  must  have  squandered  a 
dollar  in  nickels  on  telephone  calls 
trying  to  contact  a  friend  of  the  in- 
jured man.  When  his  early  attempts 
failed,  he  tried  to  arrange  sanctuary 
for  the  night  in  Bellevue  Hospital. 
Finally  he  succeeded  in  reaching  a 
pal  of  the  man,  and  told  him  that 
his  presence  in  the  emergency  ward 
was  urgently  required. 

"When  the  friend  arrived,  Pat 
took  him  off  in  a  corner.  He  briefed 
him  on  the  consequences  of  another 
tumble  to  Mr.  Brokenhead.  Only 
after  the  friend  promised  faithfully 
to  convoy  the  injured  man  safely 
homeward  did  Pat  Cavanaugh  desist 
from  his  Samaritan  efforts. 

"More  than  that:  Christmas  Eve 
was  cold  and  nippy  and  there  was  a 
knifing  breeze  blowing  off  the  East 


River.  On  several  occasions  Pat 
Cavanaugh  assayed  out  into  the  bitter 
night  to  rustle  a  cab  for  departing 
patients.  Cabs  were  practically  non- 
existent on  Christmas  midnight,  but 
Pat  is  a  retriever  par  excellence. 

"Naturally,  it  was  in  relation  to 
my  own  worries  that  I  most  prized 
Pat's  Christmassy  kindness.  While 
the  painful  skin-grafting  was  in  pro- 
gress on  my  brother's  finger,  Pat 
Cavanaugh  was  calm  and  consoling. 

'Dr.  Hamman  is  the  best  there 
is,'  he  said.  "You  couldn't  he  luckier 
to  have  him  on  duty  tonight.' 

"All  in  all,  I  spent  a  very  nice 
Christmas  Eve,  for  I  discovered 
Christmas.  Many  thanks  to  the 
kindly  people  who  helped  me  to 
find  it."
